It is much to be regretted that notwithstanding 
the care and vigilance of that valuable officer (the 
Auditor of Public Acconunts,) we cannot expect 
that the amount of the Assessment of Taxes for 
the present year will be adequate to the disburs- 
ment of the ensuing, and at the close of the Session 
{as has been the case for some time previous) there 
will be no money remaining in the Treasury. The 
salary officers of the State will again be reduced 
to the necessity of disposing of their Warrants ata 
discount or waitingthetciose of the fiscal year. It is 
necessary for the honor and dignity of the State; 
that good. faith be observed, and al] important that 
public credit be re-established. Mississippi, as yet, 
has done nothing towards internal improvement 
and but little towards the encouragement of educa- 
tion. In every public institution the stock of which 
is calculated to produce a revenue, (it appears to 
me) the State should be the principal concerned, 
By this policy she might in a few years have an 
overflowing Treasury, and her citizens be relieved 
from the burthens of direct taxation; such has been 
the course of New-York, South-Carolina, and ‘ap- 
‘pears at present to be the policy of Louisiana, as 
well as several other of our sister States. But | 
without funds or credit, ‘States as well as indivi- 
duals can effect nothing. I would not wish to be 
understood that the General Assembly should lay 
atax that would at once extinguish the public 
debt; but one that would produce arevenue some- 
thing more than adequate to the annual expendi- 
ture which would put it in the power of the State 
to borrow at a low rate, either from home or foreign 
capitalists, a sum of money the interest of which 
would not exceed her surplus revenue; would 
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a 40 
therefore recommend a revision of the revente 
‘laws, and the adoption of sacha system of taxa- 
tion as will in your opinions be least burthensome 
to the people. 

I have too high a regard for the pride and pa» 
triotism of our fellow-citizens for a moment to sup- 
pose they would murmur; all they would ask to 

e has the funds of the State been properly ap- 
plied? l 

I have the pleasure to state, that the Governor 
of Alabama, bas been written te in pursuance of a 
resolution of the General Assembly, providing for 

` the adjustment of the accounts between the two 

States, and that there is every reason to hope the 

Legislature of Alabama will at their present ses- 

- sion enter into a corresponding arrangement to ef- 
fect that object. 

In conformity to the several laws of the State, 
making appropriation of the three per cent, fund, 
a correspondence was entered into by the late 
Governor, with several officers of the General Goy- 
ernment relative to that subject, from which it ap- 
pears there was due to the State of Mississippi, 
on the 34st day of December, 1824, the sum of — 
fifteen thousand seven hundred and eighty dollars 
26--100, exclusive of the three per cent. on the a- 
mount -of lands sold at the land offices at Tusca- - 
Joosa and Huntsville, situated in the County of 
Monroe, which together with the probable amount 
of the three per cent. on the sales of public lands 
within the State during the year 1825, will in- 
crease that fund to something more than twenty 
thousand dollars, It also appears that in August 
last, a draft was received by the Governor, from 
the ‘Treasurer of the United States on the Bank of 

_ the State of Mississippi, on account of said fund, 

for fifteen thousand seven hundred and eighty dol-

ble the want of particular instructions to the’Ca. 
shier,j) was deposited in the Port-Gibson Branch 
Bank, to the individual credit of Walter Leoke. 
E have received’ from his administrators, a draft 
payable to the. Governor of the State, for fourteen 
thousand dollars eight and three quarter cents, — 
also one thousand four hundred and forty dollars, 
47--100,which makes the amount,deducting three 
hundred and forty dollars expended by the late 
Governor, in building a bridge across fourteen 
mile creek.——-The road from Jackson towards 
Winchester has been finished, the expenses on 
which amount to two hundred and fifty dollars.— 
The road authorized from Bowie to Pearlington, 
has been finished and the Auditor’s Warrant is- 
sued according to law, for six hundred and eighty 
eight dollars, which leave the amount of that fund, 
at the disposal of the General Assembly, fourteen 
thousand five hundred and ten dollars 26--100. 

I would suggest the propriety of making a pro- 
vision for appointing an agent, in future to receive 
this fund, as it accrues to the State, and depositing 
it in the Treasury, to be drawn out upon the Au- 
ditor’s Warrant as other moneys. 

The contingent expenses of the Executive de- 
part mentfrom the first day of January, 1825, up 
to the present time, amount to seven hundred and 
seventy six dollars, 854--400 leaving a surplus of 
seven hundred and twenty three dollars, 143--106 
which has been paid into the Treasury. The vouch- 
ers are herewith submitted for the inspection of the 
General Assembly. 

Several resolutions from different states have 
been received, proposing amendments to the Con- 
stitution of the United States, (which are herewith 
laid before you.) The resolution from Tennessee: 
on the subject of the election of a President is one. 

which has excited. much interest; the plan propos- __ 
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ed appears calculated to meet the views of the eitt- 
zens of this state, and at the same time retaigpthe 
advantage gained by the representation of three 
fifths of the coloured population in lieu of the con- 
cession of the representation of state sovereignty in 


the Senate of the United States, which. should, 


never be lost sight of by the slave holding states. 
The General Assembly at their last session pas- 


sed a law providing for the taking the Census of . 


the state; the present apportionment of representa- 
tion was made in 1821; the Constitution of the 


State, requires a new apportionment to be made 


the present session. 


I would respectfully suggest for the considera-.. 


tion of the General Assembly the propriety of re- 
pealing that part of the law giving fees to Justices 
of the Peace in civil suits, and granting in lieu 
thereof exemptions from working on roads,serving 
on juries, &c. I am very far from being disposed 


to cast a general reflection on this important part ' 


of the community, but feel satisfied that many seek 


the office for its profits, and instead of being con- 
servators they become disturbers of the peace of.

The most valuable body of: lands in the State 
and capable of sustaining a dense population is 
still in possession of the Indians; the longer they 
remain within’ our limits the more devoted they 
will become to the soil; consequently the more dif- 
ficult to be removed. For the United States to suf- 
fer them to continue, without an effort to extin- 
guish their title is depriving us of that territory we 
had a right to expect when we were admitted into. 
the Union. These lands if purchased would add- 
much to the population and wealth of the State. I 
would recommend that this subject together with 
a scale. of reduction of the price of such public 
lands, (according to the number of years,) as have 
been offered and not sold, be pressed upon Con- 
gress. Population to a state is not only strength 
but wealth. This system would induce a vast num- 
` þer of honest but poor families to remain with us, 

who, at.present seek the protection of another gev-. 
ernment from the liberal inducements that are held . 
out. : 

Fellow-Citizens, I shall close my remarks, hop- 
ing that harmony may attend your deliberations; 
that HE who rules ever the Universe and guides 
the destinies of man, may prosper your exertions, 
to promote the interests of the State.

The death of our late venerable, and highly 
respected Governor is anevent that all who had a 
just knowledge of his public and private worth, 
must sincerely deplore. Asa patriot and a states» 
man, he was distinguished from early life, for the 

ardour, ability, and fidelity with which he dis- 
charged the various and important trusts commit- 
ted to him by his country. 

Ina community, Fellow-Citizens,wherethe peo- 
ple profess to be capable of governing themselves, 
and where all legitimate power emanates from 
them, it is an acknewledged truth that the facility 
of obtaining education, is an object. of primary im- 
portance, and ought to claim the unremitting at- 
tention of those, to whom the high functions of le- 
gislation are committed: for as the voice of the 
people controls, the political course, it follows that 
representative government, can only be sustained 
in its purity, by virtue and intelligence. The part 

that devolves upon every constituent, independent 
of his being liable to be called to office, requires 
that he should understand and justly appreciate 
the principles upon which his rights and privileges 
are founded. fn truth ignorance and despotisnt 
are so intimately connected, that the one is seldom 
found to exist without the other. It becomes there- 
fore our duty to encourage by all the means within 
our reach, the acquirement by every individual, of 
that portion of learning, which would enable him 

‘to obtain a knowledge of „the measures of his go- 
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yernment, and fit him to transact the ordinary bust- 
ness of life. Assembled as you are from the se- 
veral counties of the State, your combined infor- 
mation and knowledge, will enable you to deter- 
mine, whether as yet, it would be practicable to 
` adopt any general measure for the attainment of 
this desirable object, Iam aware, from obvious 
causes of the difficulties to be encountered in the 
establishment ofa general system adequate to the 
purposes I have stated. In certain sections of the 
country where the population is tolerably dense, 
free schools might probably be instituted with ad- 
vantage to the inhabitants; but in a great portion 
_ wf the State, we could not at present promise our- 
' gelves a fair prospect of success from the experi- . 
ment. The time however has arrived when our 
thoughts should be turned to this all important 
subject. I have deemed it therefore my duty to 
bring it to the view of the representatives of the 
people. ‘Fhe liberal donations made by the Gene- 
ral Government for the purposes of Literature, 
will, it is hoped, at no distant period, prove highly 
advantageous to the youth of our country, by enab- 
‘ling us to establish such Seminaries as will do 
away the necessity of sending them from home, to 
obtain a knowledge of the higher branches of Sci- 

ence and learning. 
‘Fhe laudable spirit that is prevalent in many of 
our Sister . States, to augment their comfort and 
happiness by internal improvements, is worthy of 
our emulation. In no section of the United States 
could greater adyantages be derived from a well 
digested system than in this. Our rivers, which 
are numerous, could be rendered navigable for a 
great part ofthe year, at comparatively an incon- 
siderable expehse; any system however that may 
be adopted,to be satisfactory and in truth to be suc- 
cessful, should be general in its provisions, so as 
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to extend the benefits resulting from % throughout 
the State. In such sections of the country, as re- 
‘quire no expenditure for the improvement of rivers, 
a portion of the funds should be allotted for the o- 
pening and making of roads. 1 shall feel a pride, 
Gentlemen, in co-operating with you in these great 
objects of Education and Internal Improvement. 
‘The one is essentially connected with the stability 
of our republican institutions, the other with the 
wih, comfort and prosperity of the community. 
tis true that the present may not be the most 
propitious moment for raising funds by anticipa- 
tion to any considerable amount, but as prepara- 
tory to entering upon the work of internal im- 
provement the credit and finances ef ‘the State 
ought to claim your serious attention. A revenue 
ofa few thousand dollars above what is requisite 
for the ordinary expenditures of the government, 
would enable the State in common times, to borrow 
upon liberal terms, a gum spflicient to justify the 
commencement. This debt could be gradually re- 
deemed without imposing taxes upon the people 
that would be in the least degreeoppressive. As 
the property of the U. States would be greatly en- 
hanced by theseimprovements; we would in justice 
have a right to expect their aids and I fee] confi- 
dent, the General Government would whenever the © 
State evidenced a determination to prosecute a ge- 
neral system with energy, assist either by grant- 
ing a portion of their domain, or by advancing 
funds for the accomplishment of works, from which 
they would derive a direct pecuniary advantage. 
When we take a view, Fellow-Citizens, of the 
' political institntions, by which we are governed, . 
we arè struck with admiration at the wisdom and 
patriotism of those illustrious statesmen, who guid- 
ed our affairs in the infancy. of the Republic.—- 
Erom the extensiveness of the country, embracing 
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~ almost every climate and the various pursuits of 


its inhabitants, many interests had tó be consult- 
ed, in framing a National Government; a gener- 
ous spirit, however, of concession and compromise 
resulting from their united efforts in the great cause 
of independence, surmounted every difficulty. — 


. We enjoy, not only the highest degree of security 


and liberty that man is capable of attaining, but as 
a Nation, we"have advanced in character and 
strength with an acceleration that astonishes the 
world. Nor is it the United States alone, that 
have been benefited by their successful efforts to 
establish a government founded upon the will of 
the people, the only legitimate source from whence 
power can be drawn. 

South America, and almost every state in Eu- 
rope have felt the influence of this practical illus- 
tration of self-government.. The condition of the 
great body of the people in many instances, have 
been so far ameliorated from positive despotism as 
to be secure in the rights and privileges essential 


tothe enjoyment of their existence, and so long 
„as our free institutions shall be administered, in 


the spirit in which they were adopted, they will 
continue to shed their beneficent lights upon man- 
kind, until civil, political and religious liberty, 
shall be fostered in every quarter of the Globe. 

Forthe pre-eminent blessings with which our 
country has been thus favoured, our ardent and 
devout thanks. are due to the Supreme Ruler of 
the Universe, and our constant supplications 
should be offered up for a continuance of his ome 
nipotent. protection. Do s i 

in the exercise of the duties assigned ta the of- 
fice with which E have been honored, my conduct 
shail be governed according to the best of my judg- 
ment, by the great principles of liberty, upon 
which our political institutions are founded; among 
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these I consider vigilance and impartiality in 
the execution of the laws as essential to the preser- 
vation of that equality of rights and privileges in 
the community, which is characteristic of the go- 
vernment under which we live. ‘Phe laws ans 
made by the people through their representatives, 
‘and can only be altered or annuled by the same 
high authority; whilst in force, ,therefere, they 
should command the respect and veneration of all, 
and more especially of those intrusted with their 
administration.
